McKIBBEN HOME 
AFTER 560-MILE 
FLIGHT IN RACE 


St. Louis Pilot Tells of Encoun- 
tering Extremely Cold Wind 
at Night. 

J. S&S McKibben, one of the St. 


Louis pilots in the national balloon 


race from Milwaukee yesterday, who 
landed at 12:10 


roughly estimated 


He was in the air 20 hours and 35 
minutes. 

McKibben arrived in St. Louis to- 
day. His aid was H. F. Mueller, 609 
North Newstead avenue, and they 
flew the entry of the St. Louis River- 
view Club. 

McKibben said he got away to a 
good start, but encountered great 
difficulties almost from the start, 
due largely to HNght and contrary 
wind currents. He drifted into an 
extremely cold air current Wednes- 
day night and, although clad in 
heavy garments and wrapped in 
blankets, he and his aid nearly froze 
to death before dawn. They en- 
countered this cold current at an al- 
titude of 4000 feet and remained in 
it all night. 

Last year McKibben was aid to 
Bernard von Hoffman of St. Louis 
in the international balloon race 
from Brussels, selgium, and they 
fell into the Irish Sea, 14 miles from 
remaining in the water 
nearly four hours before being res- 
cued. 

McKibben said he feared a repeti- 
tion of this experience Wednesday 
when his balloon started over Lake 
Michigan at slow speed, put he 
found a current when over the mid- 
dle of the lake which took him to 
Gary, Ind. From this point he be- 
can a drift to the southwest, which 
took him to the landing place near 
Aux Vasse, 

He passed W. T. Van Ormond of 
Akron, QO., in a Goodyear balloon, 
over Mexico, Mo., but Van Ormond 
found a swifter current which took 
him on westward, ahead of Mc- 
Kibben. 

This was McKibben’s 210th flight, 
and he and Mueller finished the 
flight in good physical condition.

OF CALL FOR INTERES! 


England Sends Word in Prepara- 
tion of Interest Payment to 
United States in Fall.

LONDON, June 2.—Great Britain 
has notified France she reserves the 
right to call for the interest the lat- 
ter owes her on the war debt, when 
Britain pays the £25,000,000 interest 
on the war debt to the United States 
in October or November, the Post- 
Dispatch learned today, from an au- 


thoritative source. 


No official figure was obtainab!e, 
but the French interest due its un- 
derstood to be about £16,000,000. 
However, well informed .persons here 
see little hope of obtaining such an 
amount from France should a bill 
be sent in. 

It will be remembered that shortly 
before the Genoa conference Great 
Britain, in a note to France, formal- 
ly placed on paper her claim to re- 
payment of the French war debt, 
but no actual demand for the money 
was made. The request for interest, 
therefore, is a further niove in the 
latest British plan for the adjust- 
ment of the interallied and Amer- 
ican war debts. 

It is understood the subject prob- 
ably will come up when Premier 
Poincare visits Premier Lloyd 
George at Chequers the week-end of 
June 17. But, according to officials 
here today, however much Poincare 
may press for a cancellation of the 
French war debt to Britain, Lloyd 
yeorge will stick to the principle he 
expounded in. the House of Com- 
mons—that Great Britain ‘s willing 
to cancel the 3,000,000,000 of war 
debts owing her if the 1,000,000,000 
she owes is likewise canceled. 


England Expects to Pay £25,000,000 
to U. 8. in Fall.

‘Man, Horse or Dog? 


NOB II, one of the year’s great- 

est 38-year-old horses, ran the 
Withers mile in a fraction less than 
96 seconds, Yesterday, at the 
canine betting emporium over the 
river, the greyhound Red Water 
chased the mechanical rabbit a 
quarter of a mile in 26 2-5 sec- 
onds. The fastest recorded time 
for a hundred yards made by an 
athlete in a regular meet—pbut not 
officially accepted—was 9 2-5 sec- 
onds, by Jimmy Rector, now a law- 
yer in this city. 

These figures answer the often 
repeated query as to the relative 
speed of horse, dog and man. It is 
surprising. but there are persons 
who etilk believe that a man could 
outrun a horse for 100 yards, yet 
who believe the human sprinter 
would have no chance with a dog. 

As a matter of figures, mankind 
has not the slightest chance in a 
race with either. The rate of speed 
at which the respective rivals trav- 
el is as follows, based on the rec- 
ords mentioned above: 

Rector—32 feet per second. 
Red Water—s0 feet per sec- 
ond. 

Snob II—53.9 feet per second. 

As to starting advantage: The 
greyhound would be off the mark 
faster than either rival. Man 
would be away ahead of the horse. 
whose 22-foot stride as compared 
with the seven-foot stride of the 
man, would speedily wipe out the 
initial idence taal of _ sprinter.
